THE CARB1CK BOND CASE. 


The case of the State of Nevada and 


County of Storey against B. H. Carrick 
and his bondsmen was called for trial 
n the District Court Thursday morning. 
B. C. Whitman and W. E. F. Deal ap- 
peared as attorneys for the defendants. 
District Attorney Hiles, B. H. Clarke 
and William Woodburn appeared for the 
Stats and county. A jury was empan- 
eled and the trial proceeded. This is 
an action to recover from the bondsmen 
tke sum of $21,940 91, alleged to have 
been embezzeled by Carrick, and for 
which he IB now serving a term in the 
State Prison. The bondsmen evidently 
rely upon an Act passed by the Legisla- 
ture at its last session, which declares 
that if the Commissioners have failsd to 
require a monthly report, or to view the 
money in any Treasurer's office at least 
one* a year, or to have mad* complete 
annual settlements with such officer in 
the month of September, then the sur« 
ties are released. 


From th* Chronicle, of last evening 


we learn that in the course of the trial 
yesterday "Judge Rising gave it as his 
opinion that the law commonly known as 
the 'Belief Bond Bill' was constitu- 
tional. He says the Legislature had the 
right to rellev* the bondsmen altogether, 
but they did not do this. The bill will 
relieve them only if they prove a certain 
state of facts. 
After tho State and 


County rested the case, the counsel for 
the defendants moved «.for a non-suit, 
•-which was denied. The trial will there- 
fore go on, and will doubtless occupy 
all of to-morrow and probably the great- 
er part of Monday, The lawyers are 
liable to take up a day with their argu- 
ments."

It is now only too ap- 


parent that no relief of a permanent 
and effective character nesdbe expected 
:rom this quarter. Advocates in Con- 
grass of unlimited Chinese importation 
aave ridiculed us because of our ap- 
peali to the National Legislature for 
relief, and have referred the matter 
sack to us for final settlement. 
This 


is as it should be. The people of every 
community have the moral right to de- 
termine that which is best for them. 
There is enough patriotism, determi- 
nation, honesty and unanimity amongst 
the people of this coast to settle this 
matter now and forever. It needs or- 
ganization to accomplish this result. 
The exigency requires neither the use 
of violent language nor a resort to vio- 
lent means. Politicians of all parties, 
and demagogues of every 
description, 


have used this subject as a means to 
accomplish ulterior ends, and have ex- 
cited hopes and invited confidences to 
betray nnd destroy them The Chinese 
question is eminently a social one. It 
is a question of respactable subsistance 
on one hand, or degradation and star- 
vation on the other. While it effects all, 
it moat immediately effects the working 
population.

Th* free trade Democrats are making 


strenuous efforts to have the coming 
political campaign conducted on tbe is- 
sue of tariff reform; but this ia stoutly 
opposed, not only by protectionists, but 
by others of the party, who have thought 
themselves in favor of the tariff reform 
plan to make an issue. Some of the 
party leaders who advocate making 
tariff reform prominent this year, with 
the view of fighting the next Presiden- 
tial campaign upon it, are provoked at 
the disposition manifested to avoid this 
issue. One of these a prominent mem- 
ber of Congress said Thursday he had 
no hopes of Democratic success until 
the party declares itself upon distinc- 
tive principles; that he was in fa*or of 
the party planting itself squarely upon 
tariff reform, and of saying to those who 
do not agree with this issue that they 
had better get out of the Democratic 
party. He said: "As long as half the 
Democrats in Congress continue to Tote 
against the other half on a question in 
which the people are mostly interested 
we will never succeed."

20, Prospect Place, San Francisco, on or 
before Saturday, the 22d instant. Del- 
egates to the Trades Assemby will be 
admitted as delegates to the Convention. 


It is intended that this Convention 


shall be of a decidedly practical and 
non-political character. Denunciations 
of individuals, violent remarks or sug- 
gestions will not be tolerated, hence it 
is particularly requested that no organ- 
ization will send as delegates any politi- 
cian, demagogue, "crank, or lobbyist, 
as such persons would undoubtedly 
create inharmony, aud defeat the ob- 
jects which it is our earnest desire to 
maintain.

the Chicago and Alton Railroad between 
Chicago and Springfield, III., and Kan 
sas City, while the postal service has 
had several interviews with the Post- 
master-General on the subject, and has 
urged that a part of the appropriation 
for the fast mail service be devoted to 
this improvement. The intention is to 
start a train from Chicago about 4:3C 
A. M., which shall* reach the Roac 
House, 337 miles from Chicago, in time 
to connect with tbe train from St. Louis 
via the St. Louis and Kansas City line 
for Kansas City. This plan would give 
Kansas City, Springfield and 
other 


points en the line mail and newspapers 
from Chicago as early as they now gei 
St. Louis mails, and would quicken the 
time between Chicago and St. Louis by 
twelve to thirteen hours. The train 
would carry passengers and make as 
fast time as the limited express trains 
between Chicago and New York.

The errors of great men 
ind the good deeds of reprobates should 
not be reasoned in our estimates of 
iheir respective characters. Theologians 
resemble dogs, which gnaw large bones 
'or the sake of a very little meat. Both 
erudition and agriculture ought to be 
encouraged by Government; wit and 
manufactures will come of themselves. 
Too much sensibility creates unhappi- 
ntss; too much insensibility creates 
crime. What I have been taught, I 
iave forgotten; what I know, I have 
{nested. Certain acts can be rendered 
.egal, but can never be made legitimate. 
Life to a young man is like a new ac- 
quaintance, of whom he grows disgust- 
ed as he advances in years. In love we. 
jrow acquainted because we are already 
attached; in friendship we must know 
each other before we love. A generous 
man will place the benefits he confers 
beneath his feet, those he receives 
nearest his heart; a narrow-minded 
man can never possess real and true 
generosity—he can never go beyond 
mere benevolence. If you wish to ap- 
pear agreeable in society, you must 
consent to be taught many things which 
yon know already. 
Chore are many 


vices which do not deprive us of friends; 
there are many virtues which prevent 
our having any. I remember having 
been often told in my youth that the 
love of glory was a virtue; strange must 
be that virtue which requires tbe aid of 
vice. There are two things to which 
we never grow accustomed—the ravage 
of time and tho injustice of our fellow 
men. We must learn to submit with 
grace to commit the follies which de- 
pend upon character. To succeed in 
the world it is much more necessary to 
possess the penetration to discover who 
is a fool than to discover who 
clever mini.—London Society.

A petition 
signed by representatives of all th 
banks in the Clearing Honse Associa

Tbe moment fixed upon ar 
rived, and Mr. Morris, already half re 
penting of his wager, went up to th 
President, placed bis hand upon hi 
shoulder, and uttered the prescribe' 
words. "Washington," as ao eye wit 
ness described the scene, "withdrew hi 
baud, stepped suddenly back, fixed hi 
eyes on Morris for several minutes wit 
an angty frown, until the latter rt 
treated abashed, t:ud sought refuge I 
tbe crowd." No ouo else ever tried 
aimilar experiment. It is recorded < 
Washington that be wished the officii 
title of the President to be "Hig 
Mightiness," and at oue time it wirn 
proposed to engrave bis portrait upon 
the national coinage. No royal levnea 
were more punctiliously arranged than 
those of tbe first President.—Quarterly 
Review.
